The
apoearances uow indicate that in about three
yoars the north span might as well stand at the
crossing of the avenns and Merrill street, and
et its be filled in with & solid embank-
mwent s span be addad at the south end, as
before, the bridge will thea have moved two
entice spane, or pear 200 fees, to the sounth,
while the river chaunel bas moved an equal dis-
tance, sod made & western cut-off that has dried
ous measurably the old echannel.
